from the See City of his diocese. 

In. his speech yesterday Bishop 
Buseh said the miners were not allow- 
ed the benefits of Sunday rest and that 
when he protested to Mrs. Hearst and 
other mine ‘holders he was subjected 
to such criticism that he was forced to 
move from the seat of his diocese, As 
a result of this speech the society's 
resolution favored making a protest and 
the convention fayored the move. 

The convention decided to petition 
the president and congress asking that 
the United States make a vigorous pro- 
test against the  despollation of the 
ehurch property In Portugal, a subject 
which was brought to the attention of 
the convention by Rey, Jos Husslein, S.

The 16 mill tax rate, an increase in taxation of 30 per cent., is now set, an irrevocable 
minimum. And this in the face of the factthat the expenditure on capital account © this 
year has been more than cut in two, which assessment has increased enormously. 

Ratepayers who want to know for certain whether the present form of civic admin- 
tration is the most efficient or not, can find the unhesitating* answer in their tax bills. A 
form of goyerninent which gets them a 16 mill rate in the face of a forty million increase in 
assessment and a reduction in capital expenditure needs some explaining before its short- 


The fact of the matter is that the city’s administrative cost is jumping at a tremen- 
dous rate. The item of police cost alone is a significant example. With an appropriation 


Other departments are doing the same. A perfunctory attempt upon the part of 
the council to locate the resporisibility for the enormous increase in the cost of the city’s 
administration merely brings out the fact that responsibility cannot be located. 

This is the crux of the whole difticulty, There is no locating responsibility, and so 
long as responsibility cannot be located it cannot be expected: that public expénditures will 
be brought to a sane basis. Practically each branch of the’city’s civil service is running 
amuck, There is no standardization of employment or of salary, and no attempt at.a stand- 
A man is a city official or a clerk in a city 
department because he gets the job, His salary is just what be happens to be getting, not 
because that is the salary which that particular class of employment carries, but because 
through a period of years in which successive commissions and councils have indiscrintin- 
ately set different salaries, that is where his salary, or his predecessor’s salary in the same 
office, happened to land. The expenses which go with the office are much the same; not 
subject to any standardization, but simply accidents. To try to bring order out of the 


fulile, for the reason that even in the employment of the commissioners themselves, the 
salary and their purpose is not standardized or classified. They are just commissioners; nat 
commissioners of anything—but merely commissioners—and their situations do-not casry 
any particular salary, but each has been engaged to do an indefinite duty at whatever 
pues the council at the time of employing them, or subsequently re-arranging their wages, 
1appened te consider was the proper salary for the particular individual to whom the council] 
had reference. At one time the council paid $10,000 a year. to a commissioner;’ then it 
lapsed back at one jump to $3,400—a very evident manifestation that the salary did not 
attach to the situation, thereby attracting the man to fit the place, but to the man, thereby 
making the employment of the man a first consideration and the warping of the dutles 
of the office into a suitableness to the man’s capacity a necessary secondary consideration. 
With this glaring inconsistency in the employmeut of those at the head of the city’s 
civil service, added to their diffusion of authority which places no department specifically 
under anyones of them, there is not much chance that the employment in the jumble of ‘de- 
partments wil! be less inconsistent. The effect is that. those in the civil service of the city, 
knowing that they are not part of a properly organized department which will be held to ac- 
count for the delivery of value in services for the amount paid them, and knowing that their 
salary is dependent more upon accident than upon capacity, lose the incentive. The effect is 
shown when a peep is taken into the police department and it is discovered that ten per cent. 
of the force finds enough to keep it busy looking after the city pound. 

This is the thing which is costing the city money. It is not in the -utilities depart- 
ments, for in these the trades unions have done as employees what the city has found the 
present system too unwieldly to do as an employer in the matter of standardizing employment. 
The men who string the wires and run thecars and lay the mains are organized; their 
wages are standardized, and a certain measure of efficiency is required and guaranteed in 
their employment. Consequently the utility departments, such as the power plant, the 
street railway and the electric light, go. right aiong reducing their comparative costs as the]. 
business grows, while the departments in which employment is not standardized constantly 
pile up costs out of all proportion to the increased business they are handling. ' : 

Under a commission form of government the proper departmentalization of different 
branches of the civic administration would bring all these various employments under 
proper heads who would be responsible for their economical handling. Each department] 
could be analysed, comparatively, this year’s expenditure, from bottom to top, checked up 
against the last, and this year’s business compared with the business of last year. A de- 
partment which showed an unwarranted increase, as the police department is doing now, 
while the character of the service rendered showed a corresponding falling off, would at 
ance challenge public attention; and under commission government the responsibility 
for the failure could not be side-stepped. 

Such an organization in the management of municipal affairs would mean_ better 
salaries, better conditions of employment for those engaged in the city’s civil service. . 

Until some systematic reorganization of the city’s current cost of administration is 
undertaken, {ax payers will find the cost of the lack of organization in their tax bills. The 
escape is via commission government.

The commission has been struck 
very forelbly with the need for a credit 
organization, gaid Mr. Haslam, and a 
report will soon be issued In which a 
suggestion for action will be made. 

Farmer Becomes Victim. 

At present the man on the soil gets 
no consideration along this line and he 
has yneonseiously become the victim of 
a money system which is making a 
number extremely avealthy while he 1s 
restrained in all his farming -opera- 
tions and Canadian agricullure is se- 
yerely crippled. 

‘The farmers in the Canadian West 
are paying $200 for binders that cost 
854.41 to make. Implements are 
bought almost entirely. on credit, and 
it Is because this system to which the 
farmer has ‘to subscribe is so unjust 
that such a ‘big difference occurs. 

“In Ganada the banks make the biz 
thing out of the handling of money; in 
Europe the farmer is the great hene- 
fiejary,” he added. | 

‘his state of affairs affords a strik- 
ing contrast to the manner in which the 
farmers’ Welfare and. advancement {gs 
cared for in such. countries as Ger- 
many, Franee and Italy. 

Rates In Europe. 

In Vrance money is at the ready dis- 
posal of the farmer at a rate of inter- 
est ranging from.

There are two Manilas, One is the 
old Spanish city, enelosed by  pictur- 
esque and massive walls, with narrow 


the sqnat, lime-searred buildings, with 
their turrets, arches, gables, balconies 
and tiny barred avindows., ‘This Manila 
seems as old as time itself, and it af- 
fords a remarkable contrast to the 
busy, bustling American city that has 
srown up beyond its walls. There is 
nothing like it in the world, save, per- 
haps, Algiers, where an Afriean Paris 
has visen beside the old Moslem city 
which was once the headquarters of 
the Barbary plrates, 

Fifteen years of American oceupa- 
{ion has made Manila the ‘cleanest and 
heallhiest city in the Orient, with the 
possible exception of Hong Kong, } 
Where British: sanitary science has also | 
accomplished wonders, The Anglo- 
Saxon passion for cleanliness can never 
be fully appreciated, nor valued at its 
Irue worlh, by those who have not 
visited those cities, and compared them 
With other cilies of the Bast. 

When the Spanish flag was lowered 
on the thirteenth of August, 1898, a 
death blow was struck to dirt and dis- 
ease. The walled town, now so clean 
and picturesque, was once the fayorile 
haunt of those malignant germs of 
cholera, smallpox, plagues and divers 
fevers, The death rate in the city of 
Manila is now 83.22 per thousand, and 
the birth rate 39.46 per thousand, This 
mortality rate is only about a third 


more than prevails in such cities as 
Washington, New Orleans, Toronto, 
Dublin, St. Petersburg, Rome and 
Venice. 


Outside of the walled city, the dolee 
far niente of the East no Jonger pre- 
yalls. -Fifleen years of Yankee con- 
trol has given the city an air of almost 
feverish activity, which seems strange - 
ly out of place where the climate is 
eternally summer, A stroll through 
Manila affords constant change and 
continual surprises. Stores and office 
bulldings and factories of the mosi 
modern American architecture are scat- 
lered through the cily. In between are 
the ‘goods box’? shops of the Chinese 
and Japanese, ‘called — tiendas, where 
the entire stock in trade is within reach 
of the shopkeeper, One passes. old 
churches of Spanish architecture and 
modern American places of worship 
thal might have been-transplanted from 
Keokuk or Kankakeo. ‘The “woven 
houses" of the natives, made of nipa 
palms, are sandwiched — in between 
more imposing dwellings, While duck 
is the universal costume of men of all 
races and classes, bul the costumes of 
the women afford a wide variety and 


thoge of the native Fillpinos are gay in} 


color and loose and flowing in cut, 
On very hot days—and it can be very 
hot in Manila—the frocks of the native 
women are often so thin) as to reveal 
more than they ‘conceal, while the 
youngsters, both ‘boys and girls, play 
in the streets naked and unashamed, 

Dr, Felix Adler, the German Jew 
who founded the ethical cullure move- 
ment, was born in Alzey, Germany, 62 
years ago today, the son of Rabbi 
Samuel Adler. Me came to Amora 
ino tis youth and graduated from 
Columbia Universily, later returning to 
his native land to study at Berlin and 
Heidelberg. From. 4874 to 4876 he 
was a member of the Cornell faculty, 
and in 1876 he founded the New York 
Society for Ethical Culture, the first of 
many similar sooleties throughout’ the 
world, The greatest need of the day, 
according to Dr. Adler, fs “trained and 
scientific motherhood,” 

“Motherhood must become 8 voca- 
thon.’ he recently declared. ‘Mother- 
hood must become intellectualized, 
Woman's great desire 1s ‘to work for 
the best of her offspring. It {s not 
enough to desire that. She must. know 
what the best Is. So motherhood must 
become scientific. The mother must 
be trained—must have a knowledge of 
the mental life of the baby, of ‘the 
character development of the child.”

May Intervene in Turkey 


Otherwise the Concert of Europe 


is In Splendid Tune, Declares Sir 


Edward Grey in the House of Commons—Explains Regarding 
the Rule of Albanie and Status of Aegean Islands, 


London, Aug. 18.—The concert of 
Hurope is In splendid tune, according 
to Sir Edward Grey who, however, 
hinted in the house of commons last 
evening that it was possible one of the 
great powers might Intervene In Tur- 
key if provoked. The foreign secre- 
tary said; 

“Wie have reached a stage at which 
the concert of Europe is so firmly es- 
tablished that the adjournment of the 
ambassadorial conference can ralse no 
doubt regarding the health and well- 
being of the concert. 

“We have reached an agreement on 


the subjects of Albania and the Islands 
in the Aegean Sea,” 

An International commission of con- 
trol, Sir Edward explained, will set up 
an autonomous state of Albania under 
a prince to be selected by the Europ- 
ean powers, while, regcrdinz the Aeg- 
ean Islands, the powers, including Italy, 
have adopted the self-denying ordin- 
ance that none of the Islands shall be 
retained by them. ‘Thelr ultimate des- 
tiny, he said, Is ‘to be settled by the 
concert of Europe when Turkey car- 
rles out her treaty with Italy, and the 
Islands now in the hands of Italy are 
all available for distribution.

New York, N. Y., Aug, 18.—

governors have faced impeach- 
ment proceedings, ‘Thesa men 
and the results that followed 
were: Charles Robinson, Kan- 
sas, 1862, acquitted; Harrison 
Recd, Florida, 41868, ‘charges 
dropped; William W. Holden, 
North Carolina, 4870, removed;

PEP OTSTY OHS HOO HH OOOH DOSE 
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Albany, N.Y., Aug. 48—William 
Sulzer, governor of New-York, was 
impeached by the lower house of legis- 
lature at 5.46 o'clock this morning; af- 
ter an,all-night session, by a vote of 
79 to 82, on charge of having diverted 
campalgn contributions to his private 
use and having made under oath false 
stalements to his campaign receipts. 

An eleventh hour declaration on the 
part of Governor Sulzer's wife that she 
had diverted some of his campaign con- 
tributions to the purchase of stock, be- 
ewuse she felt the household needed 
money, fatled to divert impeachment. 
he roll call was one of tha quickest 
accomplished since the assembly ‘began 
the consideration of the impeachment 
proceedings. Only one member rose to 
explain his vote. 

Organization leaders who had spar- 
red for time all night, for fear their 


program of impeachment would he 
wrecked by lack of votes, welcomed 
newcomers to the assembly chamber, 
summened from New York during the 
early hours, and assured of victory by. 
their presence, started rapid fire legis- 
lation with the edoption of the — im- 
peachment resolution. 

Long articles of impeachment, em- 
bracing the findings of the Crawley in- 
vesligating committee in substance, lay 
ready fér presentation on the desk of 
Democratis Leader Levy hours before 
the organization introduced {ts 4m- 
peachment resolution. After the crea- 
tion of a committee headed by Mr. 
Levy, to prepare hte articles, a recess 
was taken. 

Mr. Levy and his assoclates went 
through the formality of retiring, to 
reappear within an hour, and sent the 
articles to the speaker's desk with a 
resolution that they be adopted. 

A roll call showed the adoption of 
the articles by a vole of 79 to 82, A 
committee was appointed to acquaint 
the senate with the assembly's finding 
at the meeting of the senate scheduled 
for 14 o'clock this morning.

Mrs, Barrett said that when she saw 
Martin at six o'clock Monday evening 
he- told her he had met two friends 
and would see her again yesterday be-

At that time, she said, he had a wal- 
let containing several hundred dollars, 
a diamond ring worth $200, a gold 
watch and chain and a gold cigar cut- 
ter. None of these articles has been 
found. . 

Mrs, Barrett yesterday reported 
Martin's failure to keep his engage- 
ment to mect her before his departure 
for home, 

Patrolman Donelly was called In last 
evening by Mr, Jones who conducts 
the rooming house at 458 West 57th 
Street and told that a man was lying 
dead in a room on: one of the upper 
floors. In the room were found a wo- 
man’s corset and a man's hat on the 
bed near the body.
